cabilily.'of employing prisoners (o advantage in Ihe work of 
road construction, and i! is of iiilereslHb.riple lhal such' an.ex 
perimcul is being worked on I in New. Jersey with results 'very 
satisfactory so-far as il has gone. 'It has also been tried in 
oilier stales, and while the praclice has not yel become gen- 
eral (he results thus far obiaineJ indicate possibilities thai are 
well word/considering. 


In New Jersey Ihe prisoners who have been put to work on 


(he roads are not those-of ihe really dangerous type. They 
are men who have been comi)iitied for short terms for minor 
offenses, tramps, etc., who could hardly all'ord the risk of al- 
feiiipling tp escape, as.(he j?enalty for ihat would be more se- 
vere 'than those' uiVder \yhich' I hey ;are. now serving. 
Conse- 


quently they seltie down iq work without complaint in most 
cases, life in the "open being preferably to confinement within 
p'rison walls. The;men are iinder''^uaids who cat and work 
will: them, and'all of. Ihe prisoners thus employed are placed 
upon their honor and are not expected lo attempt to escape. 


The men'are:paid 50 cenls a day for (heir work, which goes 


toward paying the fines of flic unmarried, while (he pay of the 
married men goes:to their families and they have (o serve 
longer sentences:. The'men are well fed and when.discharged 
are in good condition .io go lo work for.themselves, as many 
of them do. The confirmed tramp will of course return fo his 
firsi love, having a care, however, lo lay his route through 
parts of (he country where prisoners are not worked on the 
highways. 
. 


•This scheme is all right in theory, and where il has been 


tried Ihe results seem to warrant an ex(ensioU|Of (lie experi- 
ment. 
The objection (hat it constitutes unfair competition 


with free labor can be overcome, as we have before pointed 
oul,. by expending upon the-highways all lhal communities 
can nilord, to which the labor of Ihe prisoners is added.
